It is interesting to find that fertilizing a 
fish pond pays. It stimulates the growth of 
fish food. The wildlife specialist of Alabama, 
Mr. Earl Kennamer, recommends using 100 
pounds of 6-8-4 per acre of water and 10 
pounds of nitrate of soda at each application. 


And further he recommends eight to fifteen 
applications per year. Farm fish ponds can be 
made on many a farm at very little expense. 


A Tribute To Clyde A. Erwin 


‘YLYDE Erwin has meant so much to the 
people of Western North Carolina that it 
is impossible to adequately define the great 
contributions he has made. Children are eur 
most precious possession in the mountains, 
and Clyde Erwin by his determined and bril- 
liant guidance has made our dreams for a 
better education for our children come true. 
He was appointed Head of our State School 
System in those depression days in 1934 when 
there was great difficulty in keeping schools 
open. Under his inspired leadership the State 
School System expanded from an eight- 
month to a nine-month term, and from 11 to 
12 grades, and from a budget of 19 million 
in 1934 to a budget of 103 million for the 
current year. And at the present time 85 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of school buildings are be- 
ing built in the State of North Carolina, pro- 
mising better education to the children of the 
State. These great advances have opened up 
new areas of education to the boys and girls 
of North Carolina.

Know Your Feed 


commercial 


Most broiler  pro- 


ducers use a commercial broiler 
mash. For greatest efficiency, the 
mash must supply protein, vita- 
mins, and essential minerals ele- 
ments together with essential 
amino acids at levels as near ideal 
as possible The tag on the bag 
of feed does not tell the quantities 
of all these nutrients in the feed, 
but it rovides some important in- 
formation that the broiler pro- 
ducer can't afford to neglect. 

The tag tells the kind of feed 

“Broiler Mash.” A feed labeled 
“Growing Mash” might be intend- 
ed for pullets on good pasture and 
would be unsuitable for birds con- 
fined to a broiler house 

It tells the manufacturer's 
name. You have to rely on the in- 
tegrity and ability of the manu- 
facturer for the right formula, 
high quality ingredients, and ade- 
quate mixing 

It gives guaranteed minimum 
figures for protein and fat con- 
tent and guaranteed maximum 
figures for fiber and ash. A broiler 
mash should be guaranteed to con- 
tain at least 20 percent of protein 
and not more than 5 percent of 
fiber. 

It contains a list of ingredients. 
Among the ingredients of a broil- 
er mash should be fish meal or fish 


solubles, and an antibiotic supple- 


ment. 

High Feed Intake Necessary 

Once you have a good mash, 
you must then be sure the birds 
eat as much of it as possible. High 
feed intake is necessary for rapid 
weight gain. 

Mash should be kept before the 
birds all the time, and fresh mash 
should be added to the hoppers at 
least once a day. Scattering feed 
on sheets of paper or cardboard 
for day-old chicks often helps to 
increase early feed consumption. 
The paper or cardboard should be 
removed after 2 
comes unsanitary. 

Provide plenty of feeder space 
During the first 2 weeks there 
should be for each 100 chicks, 5 
feet of feeder that permits feed- 
ing from both sides. From the 
third through the eighth weeks, 
there should be 10 feet or feeder 
per 100 chicks, and after the 
eighth week, 15 feet. Feeders 
should be designed to prevent 
waste.

The chicken that eats 
and grows may be more or less 
efficient depending on heredity, 
the quality of the feed, and the 
environmental conditions; but the 
chicken that eats and dies can 
push the average feed efficiency 
only one way down. 

Here is a check list of things to 
do to increase efficiency of feed 
utilization by broilers:

Hooked Rugs 

This has not been an easy year 
n the hooked rug industry. Im- 
portations from Japan and even 
Communist China have kept the 
prices for hooked rugs extremely 
low. While the quality of the 
hooked rugs produced by the 
Treasure Chest Co-operative Mu- 
tual, we feel, is much better than 
those produced by this Asiatic 
competition, nevertheless, the low 
prices at which their rugs are of- 
fered make it difficult for us to 
get the proper value for our rugs. 

The Treasure Chest has some 
600 members, and it came 
through the year 1951 with a 
slight profit. This co-operative is 
managed by Mrs. Mildred Bald- 
win, and in view of the difficult 
conditions, we are proud of the 
volume of business done by this 
hooked rug co-operative during 
the year 1951. For the coming 
year we plan to offer two addi- 
tional types of hooked rug. One is 
an all-wool rug and the other a 
nylon rug 

The market for these two 
rugs seems very promising. So we 
have great hopes for a prosperous 
year in the Treasure Chest. 
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Knitting Department 
Miss Madeline Hollerith is man- 
ager of the Knitting Co-operative. 
A great deal of hard work was 
done last year in bringing the 
knitted goods up to the rigid 
standards revuired by the top 
markets in the United States. 
These markets are very particular 
and require uniform sizes and ab- 
solutely uniform quality. This 
makes it a little bit difficult in 
hand-knitted goods, but the uni- 
que quality of hand-knitted goods 

offers a promising market. 


New contacts have been made 
during the year, and reorders 
have come in from all the con- 
cerns to which we have been sell- 
ing. So a steady progress has 
heen made in the Knitting De- 
partment. 


Trucks 
One of the most important re- 
sponsibilities in the Farmers Fed- 
eration is on the shoulders of 
Theodore Corn, whom we all call 
Ted.

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Pink Eye - Infectious Keratitis 
Infectious Conjuntivitis 
Ot Cattle 


NFLAMATORY conditions of 

the eyes of cattle are referred 
to medically by the above men 
tioned names, the terms designat 
ing the parts of the eye involved 
The common name for all of these 
eye conditions is Pink Eye. Most 
of these inflamatory conditions 
have their beginning as a mild in 
flamation of the lining of the lids 
and covering of the ball. When 
the inflamation becomes more ex- 
tensive, the deeper structure of 
the cornea (which is the front or 
transparent portion of the eye) is 
effected, the condition is called 
Keratitis. Inflamations of the eyes 
of cattle are quite widespread 
throughout this country and have 
many causes. However, the one 
that we should be most interested 
in at the present time is an acute 
inflamatory contagious eye dis- 
ease, the first symptom being a 
watery discharge followed by a 
redness of the lining of the lids 
and swelling of them, also a hazy 
blue condition of the transparent 
part of the eye. Later the eye be- 
comes sensitive and the animal 
keeps it closed to exclude the 
light and in an attempt to relieve 
the pain. This disease is very 
common in Western North Car- 
olina at the present time. Flies 
iggest factor in the 
spread of the disease.

will result. A close supervision of 
all cattle at this season of the 


year should be practiced 


Contagious 


A variety of germs cause the 
infection and once a few animals 
become infected these germs are 
more capable of causing a more 
serious inflamation in the subse- 
quent animals infected. 


Preventions 
Close supervision of cattle on 
pasture and in the dairy barn 
should be practiced, any animal 
showing evidence of abnormal eye 
condition should be separated and 
veterinary advice obtained.

Nitrogen fertilizers can be used 
for the following crops.
